NOTES  FROM  THE  EXHIBITION. 

Special  Correspondenct  of  the  Transcript. 

Philadelphia,  July  22,  1876, 

A.  H.  Hews  &  Co.,  of  North  Cambridge,  have  an  attractive  exhibit  of  the  products  of  their  manufactory,  and  some  of  their 
pottery  for  garden  purposes  is  superior  to  that  of  any  manufacturer,  foreign  or  domestic,  to  be  seen  in  the  Exhibition.  Among  these 
articles  may  be  noted  the  curious  imitations  of  limbs  and  trunks  of  trees  fashioned  into  hanging  and  stationary  flower-pots  and  also 
the  excellent  work  apparently  of  red  and  light  granite,  but  really  of  day.  The  vases  of  this  material  are  excellent  in  workmanship, 
and  of  graceful  proportions.  The  good  taste  and  skill  shown  in  these  wares  are  worthy  of  high  praise.  There  are  some  specimens 
of  rustic  work  similar  to  that  just  referred  to.  in  the  exhibition  of  the  Swedish  and  English  pottery,  but  nothing  that  equals  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  North  Cambridge  manufactory. 

There  are  also  some  interesting  copies  in  red  clay,  of  some  of  the  vessels  found  by  Dr.  Schliemann  in  his  excavations  upon  the 
supposed  site  of  Troy.  The  specimens  shown  are  so  attractive,  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  Messrs.  Hews  &  Co.  will  go  still  further  in 
these  reproductions  of  the  Hellenic  terra  cottas  if  possible,  and  will  give  usfac-similes  of  the  more  elaborate  work  discovered  bv  Or. 
Schliemann, — the  vases  from  the  palace  of  Priam,  and  the  black,  deep  brown  and  ashy  grey  ware.  Putting  aside  the  vexed  question 
as  to  the  true  site  of  "  great,  sacred,  wealthy  lUium,*'  these  terra  cottas,  from  their  beauty  and  antiquity,  have  an  interest  of  their  own.
